STOCK CHEATER 
TO BE BLOCKED 


The citizens of El Monte, Los An- 
geles county, have devised a practic- 
al program to protect themselves 
from stock swindlers, it was announc- 
ed a short time ago, by State Corpora- 
ztion Commissioner Edwin M. Daugh- 
erty, of Sacramento, who recommend- 
ed the plan to the rest of California 
municipalities. The unique co-opera- 
tive plan at El Monte, Daugherty said, 
simply involves calling up the cham- 
ber of commerce and reporting each 
time a stock salesman appears with 
securities for sale.
